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NATION MOURNS RFN DEATH 


LBJ Urges Commission: 
Learn How To Stop It 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 
somber President Johnson has 
named a blue-ribbon commis­ 
sion to seek the causes of vio­ 
lence in the land—violence that 
has now stricken Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 
The chief executive expressed 
his shock and dismay over tile 
shooting of Kennedy in Los An­ 
geles and told a national televi- 
sion-radio audience Wednesday 
night that violence, murder and 
assassination must stop. 
“ My fellow citizens, we can­ 
not, we just must not, tolerate 
the sway of violent men among 
us,” he said. 
“We must not permit men 
who are filled with hatred, and 
careless of innocent lives, to 
dominate our streets and fill our 
homes with fear.” 
Declaring that “I hope and 
pray that we can learn how to 
stop it,” Johnson announced 
creation of a 10-member com­ 
mission to immediately exam­ 
ine what he termed “ this tragic 
phenomenon!” of violence and 
assassination. 
He enjoined the commission 
to seek the help of medical and 
social scientists in searching for 
root causes of violence. The 
panel also will study further 
steps to prevent assassination 
and how better to protect public 
figures. 
Commission members include 
Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, for­ 


mer president of Johns Hopkins 
University and brother of for­ 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower; Roman Catholic Arch­ 
bishop Terence J. Cooke of 
New York, and veteran Con­ 
gress members. 
No 
chairman 
was 
named 
immediately. 
During his 11-minute address, 
tile President spoke with con­ 
siderable force and intensity. 
He deplored the Kennedy shoot­ 
ing and praised the senator’s 
“brilliant career of public serv­ 
ice,” 
his 
“uncommon energy 
and dedication.” 
He said: “We pray to God 
that he will spare Robert Ken­ 
nedy and will restore him to full 
health and vigor. . . 
“The Kennedy family has en­ 
dured sorrow enough, and we 
pray that this family may be 
spared more anguish.” 
Johnson said there was a con­ 
nection between hatred and law­ 
lessness and toe individual act 
of violence against Kennedy. 
But he said it would be wrong to 
conclude “ that our country is 
sick, that it has lost its sense of 
balance, its sense of direction 
and common decency.” 
He said “200 million Ameri­ 
cans did not strike Robert Ken­ 
nedy last night any more than 
they struck John F. Kennedy in 
1963 or Martin Luther King in 
April of this year.” 
But Johnson said, “Those aw­ 


ful events give us ample warn­ 
ing that in a climate of extrem­ 
ism, of disrespect for law, of 
contempt for the rights of oth­ 
ers, violence may bring down 
the very best among us.” 
And he argued that a country 
that tolerates any form of vio­ 
lence “cannot expect to be able 
to confine it to just minor out­ 
bursts.” 
Johnson called on Congress to 
“pass laws to bring the insane 
traffic in guns to a halt.”

Humphrey, expressed a “pro­ 
found personal loss” at Kenne­ 
dy’s death and called on all 
Americans to recommit them­ 
selves to the principles of hu­ 
manity and individual justice. 
“ May our nation find the 
strength, the faith, and the wis­ 
dom to dispel the forces of irra­ 
tional hate among us and to re 
place them wih the love of man 
and God,” Humphrey said. 
Former Vice President Rich 
ard M. Nixon said in a state­ 
ment in New York that Kenne­ 
dy’s death “ is a terribe tragedy 
both for a family and a nation 
which have known too many 
such tragedies in recent times.” 
Nixon saki, “Sen. Kennedy 
was a man of tremendous ener­ 
gy and vitality. He was one of 
the great popular leaders in 
American history. Our deepest 
sympathies go out to the family 
of Sen. Kennedy in this hour of 
grief.”

Robert F. Kennedy 
locked up his house today and 
cried from a window: “I am 
sorry. I brought up my children 
to be good.”

village 2,500 feet high overlook 
ing the city of Jericho. 
Bishara Sirhan, 53, a short, 
swarthy man who lives alone in 
his stone cottage in a field, then 
retreated behind the shutters 
and would only say;

Neighbors said Bishara Sir­ 
han first went to the United

Bishara quarrelled with his 
wife and returned to Jordan in 
1961, neighbors said. In Taiyeba 
he built his two-story cottage. 
Sirhan, who is jobless, said he 
had had no letters from his sons 
since he returned to the village, 
which fell under Israeli ruie in 
the Middle East war a year ago. 
He is an American citizen and 
visited the United States twice 
after 1961. 
The people of Taiyeba, farm­ 
ers and shopkeepers, have over 
the past 50 years, been going to 
America to earn enough money 
to come home and open a busi­ 
ness. 


Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
Society Sick,' 
Clergymen Say 


NEW YORK (AP) — Some­ 
thing’s wrong with us, some­ 
thing blind, hard and wanton 
which triggers the fury and the 
fanatic’s bullets. That is the as­ 
sessment by religious leaders of 
tile United States’ virus of vio­ 
lence. 
In the aftermath of the shoot­ 
ing of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
they saw in that event and in 
other recent destructive upheav­ 
als and deaths both a moral 
sickness and smouldering hostil­ 
ities pervading American socie­ 
ty. 
“We’ve lost the sense of tile 
sanctity of life,” Rabbi Dr. 
Abraham Heschel, a noted Bibl­ 
ical scholar, said Wednesday. 
“We’ve become a nation of cyn­ 
ics, master debunkers of quali­ 
ty, 
nobility 
and 
the 
great 
values. 
“We’ve surrendered our reli­ 
gious traditions for a cheap, 
self-regulating 
attitude 
which 
assumes it has no need of high­ 
er laws. It’s a conspiracy of all 
of us. We’ve ah failed.” 
It is this general environment 
of shattered standards, strong- 
arm tactics and undisciplined 
behavior—not just the mania of 
individual 
perpetrators—which 
the religious thinkers cited as a 
catalyst to the violent acts. 
“Statistically, 
the 
number 
that commit the acts are small, 
but they’re inclined to do it by 
the whole atmosphere of brute 


force,” said the Rev. Robert 
McNamara, a Fordham Univer 
sity sociologist. 
“We’re sick, sick, sick. We’ve 
allowed the mass entertainment 
media, television, movies and 
comic books, to glorify violence 
in a terribly unhealthy way. The 
amount of sadism and masoch 
ism is incredible.” 
Others cited the growth of 
militarism including the Viet- 
nam war, the trend toward per 
missiveness and the over-all 
mechanization of life as engen­ 
dering intense frustrations cou

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, felled like 
his President brother by an as­ 
sassin’s bullet, died early today. 
His mourning family prepared 
to take his body home to New 
York, across the nation Kenne­ 
dy had hoped to lead as presi­ 
dent. 
And on Saturday, the senator 
is to be buried in Arlington Na­ 
tional Cemetery, at the hillside 
plot which is the resting place of 
his brother, the late John F. 
Kennedy. 
Robert Kennedy, 42, never re­ 
gained 
consciousness, 
never 
showed signs of recovery after a 
savage burst of revolver fire 
sent a bullet plunging into his 
brain—at the pinnacle of his 
own campaign for the White 
House. 
Kennedy, his pregnant wife, 
Ethel at his bed-side, died at 
1:44 a.m. PDT, little more than 
24 hours after the assault at the 
Ambassador Hotel. 
Kennedy’s body was to be 
flown from Los Angeles to New 
York later today on a jet air­ 
plane provided by the White 
House. 
Pierre Salinger, former pres! 
den ti a1 press secretary, said the 
body would lie in state Friday 
at St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
New York City. 
A Requiem Mass will be held 
there Saturday morning. Salin­ 
ger said Kennedy would be bur 
ied late Saturday in Arlington, 
across the Potomac River from 
Washington, where an eternal 
flame flickers in memory of 
John Kennedy, slain four years 
and seven months ago. 
In preparation for Kennedy’s 
last journey, a post mortem was 
under way at Good Samaritan 
Hospital in downtown Los An­ 
geles. 
President Johnson, the man 
who succeeded President Ken­ 
nedy, 
issued 
a 
proclamation 
calling for a national day of 
mourning for the senator next 
Sunday. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan declared 
a state of mourning in Califor­ 
nia, for the period through the 
senator’s funeral. 
As Kennedy died, the man ac­ 
cused of shooting him was un­ 
der heavy guard at a downtown 
prison hospital, held in $250,000 
bail for a court appearance 
which had been scheduled Mon­ 
day. 
Sirhan Bishara Sirha-n was ac­ 
cused of wielding the .22-caliber 
revolver which cut down Kenne­ 
dy and wounded five other peo­ 
ple early Wednesday as the sen­ 
ator and his supporters cele­ 
brated victory in the California 
presidential primary. 
The Los Angeles sheriff’s of­ 
fice refused to say whether Sir­ 
han had been advised that Ken­ 
nedy was dead. 
Sirhan, a Jordanian who had 
been living in Pasadena, was 
described by those who knew 
him as a man inflamed over the 
hostilities between his native 
state and Israel. A former em­ 
ployer said he might have been

by 
Kennedy’s

words of support for Israel. 
Kennedy’s mother, Mrs. Rose 
Kennedy, was told of tile death 
of her son by a niece, Arni Gar- 
gan. She was at Hyannis Port, 
Mass.

presidential primaries—went to 
mass at St. Francis Xavier 
Church. 
Mrs. Kennedy had talked by 
telephone with Sen. Edward M.

It began about 3:30 a.m. PDT 
and was expected to take about 
five hours. 
Kennedy aides announced that 
at least 33 family members, 
friends and assistants would be 
aboard the Air Force jet on the 
flight to New York. 
Among them were Kennedy’s 
widow, three of his children, his 
brother Edward, two of his sis­ 
ters, and Mrs. John Kennedy. 
Another passenger was to be 
Mrs. Martin Luther King, whose 
husband fell prey to an assassin 
on April 4. 
The Requiem Mass will be 
held ait IO a.m. Saturday. 
The body will be placed on a: 
train at 12:30 p.m. for the last 
journey to Washington. It is ex­ 
pected to arrive at about 4:40 
p.m. 
The funeral route will take the 
cortege past the U.S. Senate Of­ 
fice Building where Kennedy 
worked, and the Department of 
Justice, where he served as at­ 
torney general.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - His 
name is Sirhan Bishara Sirhan. 
Police say he is a cool, close­ 
mouthed Jordanian who fired a 
bullet from close range into the 
brain of Sen. Robert Kennedy. 
Mayor Samuel W. Yorty says 
Sirhan apparently wrote in a 9- 
by-12 inch notebook about “the 
necessity to assassinate Sen. 
Kennedy before June 5, 1968.” 
Many — neighbors, former 
employers and the authorities — 
say he hates Jews. 
He hurt his head in a fall last 
year, says his mother. 
“All I know is he is a nice 
kid,” says one of his four broth­ 
ers. 
A district attorney’s investiga­ 
tor revealed today he was told 
Sirhan had been jailed by Pasa­ 
dena police last December. But 


investigator Milt Smith declined 
to say on what charge Sirhan 
was arrested. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. William L. 
Ritzi said a grand jury would be 
asked to return an indictment 
charging Sirhan with Kennedy’s 
murder. 
In Pasadena police watch offi­ 
cer Russell Stone had a “red 
flag” file on Sirhan, indicating 
he had an arrest record. 
But Stone said later, after re­ 
checking, the file was that of a 
brother, Sharif Bishara Sirhan, 
35. He was arrested in Decem­ 
ber 1963 on an attempted mur­ 
der charge and later was put on 
a year’s probation, Stone said. 
Stone said complaints of dis­ 
turbing the peace had been 
lodged against Sirhan Sirhan, 
but he had “never been booked, 


jailed or arrested by Pasadena 
police.” 
The record says Sirhan is 24 
years old, 5-feet-5, weighs about 
120 pounds, has a swarthy com­ 
plexion and wiry hair.

Mankiewicz said this was not a 
m atter of great concern to the 
doctors, nor was a second bu l­ 
let, which entered the slim sena­ 
tor’s shou lder and cam e to rest 
lodged in his lower neck. 
At a briefing late W ednesday , 
Mankiewicz did not confirm nor 
deny a p u blished rep ort that 
Kennedy su ffered p artial p aral­ 
y sis of his left side. 
“ I don’t know any thing abou t 
su ch a rep ort,” he said. “None 
of the doctors has told me that.” 
E arlier, Dr. John D. French, 
diector of the Brain Research 
Institu te at the Univ ersity of 
California at Los Angeles and a

brain stem.” 
Most of tile bullet, broken into 
fragments as it smashed into 
Kennedy’s head at short range, 
was removed during a three 
hour 40-minute long operation 
Wednesday morning.

Mankiewicz said this was not a 
matter of great concern to the 
doctors, nor was a second bul­ 
let, which entered the slim sena­ 
tor’s shoulder and came to rest 
lodged in his lower neck. 
At a briefing late Wednesday, 
Mankiewicz did not confirm nor 
deny a published report that 
Kennedy suffered partial paral­ 
ysis of his left side. 
“I don’t know anything about 
such a report,” he said. “None 
of the doctors has told me that.” 
Earlier, Dr. John D. French, 
diector of the Brain Research 
Institute at the University of 
California at Los Angeles and a 
neurosurgeon, said in an inter­ 
view that if the cental core or 
stem of the brain were damaged 
badly 
“the outlook 
may 
be 
worse than if almost any other 
part of the brain were injured.” 
“Investigations at the insti­ 
tute have shown that this area 
is 
related to behavorial re­ 
sponses such as arousal from 
sleep and the skill with which 
we use our hands and feet,” he 
said. “Persons so injured have 
been known to live indefinitely 
without recovering usefulness — 
they become nobodies.”

humid day, Dec. 6, when a com 
pany moved out in search of the 
Viet Cong mortar teams that 
had shelled the base camp of 
the 4th Battalion, 12th Infantry 
the night before. 
“The 
padre 
always 
went 
along on our operations,’' said 
Platoon Sgt. Daniel Garrison of 
Beloit, Wis., who won the Silver 
Star in the same action. “He’* 
the kind of guy who liked to sit 
down and talk with you over a 
beer or a can of C rations.” 
But it was the 37-year-oid 
priest’s first time under fire 
when the patrol encountered 
well 
entrenched 
North 
Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong battalion 
and was stunned with an open­ 
ing barrage of automatic weap­ 
ons, claymore mines and recoil­ 
less rifles. 
That afternoon in A Company 


and the two companies that 
came to the rescue 21 men were 
kiiled and 74 wounded, nearly 
half of them in the first few 
minutes. 
Father Liteky said the last

infantrymen. 
Then there was a tremendous 
explosion,

mine, 
knocking two men off their feet. 
To the priest’s amazement, both 
were alive. He lifted one man 
onto his chest and began drag­ 
ging him back off the trail 
Then he went back for the other 
one. Bullets ripped the trees 
nearby. 
All afternoon, the jut-jawed 
priest, who washed out as a 
quarterback at the University of 
Florida, seemed to be

carrying stretchers, bringing up 
water and ammunition. 
“Don’t go up there any more, 
Father,” 
Garrison 
told 
him, 
“until 
things 
have 
quieted 
down.” Then there was the hiss 
ing sound of a rocket and every 
one dived for 
cover. 
Father 
Liteky was hit in the neck and 
feet by the flying shards, but he 
refused evacuation. 
The rest of the day, the priest 
gave the last rites to dead and 
dying infantrymen. He moved 
about without a helmet and had 
given his flak jacket to a wound­ 
ed man. 
“The guys just seem to feel 
better having you around,” the 
priest said today, plainly em­ 
barrassed by the big medal dan­ 
gling crookedly from his fatigue 
shirt. “It just seems to make 
them more assured. And then 
when you can give the last rites 
to a dying man, you’re glad you 
were there, but you always have 
to be careful that saying the 
prayers doesn’t shock them into 
realizing how bad off they are.”

Before the bids were called, 
Auckland had plans drawn up 
for bridge extensions that pro­ 
vided for 1,150 girders to be riv­ 
eted together. IHI came up with 
the idea of using just 26 girders, 
each 300 to 400 feet long and 
weighing close to 400 tons, and 
welding them together.
